The  members  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  Ala- 
bama, though  assembled  for  different  purposes,  find  pur- 
selves  together  at  a  moment  when  issues  of  the  most  grave 
and  serious  character  are  brought  upon  the  country.  While 
possessing  no  authority  to  pledge  or  bind  the  churches  or 
religions  bodies  we  represent,  and  expressly  disclaiming 
any  wisn  in  any  form  to  do  so — we  are  constrained,  as  men, 
as  citizens,  as  Christians,  to  give  full  place  in  our  hearts 
to  the  love  of  country. 

Standing  aloof,  for  the  most  part,  from  political  parties 
and  contests,  our  retired  and  quiet  position  does  not  exclude 
fchelprofound  conviction,  based  on  a  long  and  unquestiona- 
bly series  of  facts,  that  the  union  of  States  in  this  confed- 
eracy has  failed,  in  important  particulars,  to  answer  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  created^  From  the  administra-  ""' 
taon  of  the  Federal  Government,'  as  things  are— especially 
wjyt&  reference  to  our  peculiar  property  recognized  by  the 
Constitution — we  can  no  longer  hope  for*  justice,  protec- 
tion, or  safety. 

lye  have  supposed  ourselves  entitled  to  equality  of  rights, 
as^feitizens  of  this  republic.  We  are  not  willing  to  surren- 
der them — even  at  the  risk  of  life  and  all  we  hold  most  dear. 

While,  as  yet,  no  particular  mode  of  relief  is  before  us. 
on  which  to  express  an  opinion — we  are  constrained,  before 
separating  to  our  sacred  homes,  to  declare  to  our  brethren 
and  fellow  citizens,  before  mankind,  and  before  our  God — 
that  we  hold  ourselves  subject  to  the  call  of  proper  author- 
ity in  defence  of  the  sovereignty  and  independence  of  the 
State  of  Alabama,  and' of  her  right,  as  a  sovereignty,  to 
withdraw  from  this  Union  :  and  to  make  any  arrangement 
which  her  people,  in  constitutional  assemblies,  may  deem

Id  taking  a  general  survey  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  field  during  the 
past  year^someyviews  are  had  calculated  to  shock  the  feelings  of  men,  and 
to  pain  Christian  hearts.  The  scenes  of  cruelty  and  death  enacted  in 
in  1859  io  India,  and  which  covered  that  dark  land  with  deeper  gloom 
than  had  rested  upon  it  for  many  years,  have  been  transferred  to  the  moun- 
tains and  plains  of  Syria.  Faithful  missionaries  and  thousands  of  Christ- 
ians have  there  been  slaughtered,  and  much  mission  property  destroyed  by 
the  natives,  assisted  by  the  Turkish  forces  stationed  to  control  them  and 
protect  foreigners.  A  temporary  check  was  placed  upon  these  murderous 
and  destructive  assaults  by  the  presence  of  a  Turkish  Extraordinary  Min- 
ister ;  but  his  late  departure  has  only  been  the  signal  for  renewed  attacks 
on  the  Christians,  In  these  losses  of  life  and  property,  nobody  with  which 
this  Convention  is  connected,  has  shared  ;  but  it  becomes  us  deeply  to  sym- 
pathise with  the  sufferers,  and  to  implore  for  their  support  that  measure  of 
Divine  aid,  which,  from  the  present  aspect  of  our  affairs,  we  may  shortly 
need. 

Both  in  China  and  Africa,  some  of  oar  Missionaries  and  interests  are 
surrounded  by  war,  which.^though  as  yet  it  has  not  interfered  with  them, 
may  soon  make  them  objects  of  violence  and  injury.  China  is  involved 
both  in  foreign  and  domestic  war.  The  allied  Powers — England  and 
France — have  concentrated  large  fleets  and  armies  in  its  territory.  The 
cities  of  Canton  and  Shanghai,  with  the  Island  of  Chu  san,  are  already  in 
the  hands  of  the  allies,  and  their  armies  are  on  the  march  against  the  Im- 
perialists stationed  at  the  Taku  Forts.  The  latest  intelligence  indicates 
the  inclination  of  the  Emperor,  in  view  of  the  capture  of  these  Forts,  to 
make  a  treaty  conceding  importaat  privileges  to  Foreigners. 

The  native  Rebellion,  too,  has  broken  out  with  new  violence.  Its  forces 
have  successfully  opposed  and  defeated  those  of  the  government,  and  have 
destroyed  many  lives  and  much  property.  Our  Missionaries — brethren 
Hartwell,  Holmes  and  Crawford — lately  went  to  their  camp,  and  were 
kindly  received.  An  interesting  account  of  their  visit  was  lately  published 
io  this  country.  Since  that  visit,  and  oc  the  18th  of  August,  these  Rebels 
attacked  the  city  of  Shanghai,  but  were  repulsed  with  artillery.  Of  the 
ultimate  success  of  this  movement,  brother  Crawford  writes,  that  he  has 
no  doubt ;  and  as  its  leaders  and  promoters  '•  hold  many  fundamental  truths 
of  Cbristiauity,"  its  successful  issue  can  tend  only  to  spread  the  Gospel  in 
China. 

The  war  in  Africa  still  continues,  and  causes  our  Missionaries  much  in- 
convenience. In  both  these  countries,  however,  the  usual  kinds  of  labor 
have  been  performed,  and  some  good  results  have  been  reached. 

The  Missions  of  the  Foreign  Board  are  included  under  the  four  general 
heads;  the  Chinese,  African,  Japanese  and  Brazilian.  The  last  two  are 
new  missions,  having  been  established  since  the  meeting  of  this  Convention. 
To  the  former,  brother  Rcher  has  been  appointed,  and  has  progressed  on  his 
way  thither  as  far  as  China.  It  is  with  gratification  that  we  auoounco, 
that  toward  the  support  of  this  pioneer  Missionary  of  our  Board  to  that 
Empire,  a  body  connected  with  this  Convention— the  Alabama  Associa- 
tion—has  pledged  one  thousand  dollars.  Brother  Bowen  lias  been  sent  to 
Brazil,  and  is  now  in  that  country.  He  reports  the  existence  of  difficul- 
ties there,  which  will  necessarily  prevent  the  realization  of  speedy  results 
for  our  cause. 

The  Board  has  appointed,  during  the  past  year,  twenty  new  Missionaries, 
But  with  this  increase  in  its  force,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  its  receipts, 
as  compared  with  the  year  18f>8-:>9.  This  is  doubtless  due  in  part  to  seve- 
ral causes.     The  Board  has  had  but  few  uccixts  in  the  States,  the  monetary 
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intPrcflts  of  the  people  have  been  cramped,  the  political  coDdftfyartf  the 
country  bos  been  unfavorable,  jibe  controversy  co ncefD^l%P^fiC*ssioD- 
ary  operations  has  had  a  tendency  to  withhold  wntnbj^^Wal

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

'  "Except  thori  •d^^to^haste^  thine  end,"  says  Sir  Walter  Raleigh , 
"<take,this  for  a  geneVal  rule^thatthou  never  add  any  artificial  beat  to  thy 
body  by  wine  or  spice,  until .thou  find  that  tithe  hath  decayed  thy  natural 
heat;  and  the  sooner  thou^begmnest  to  help  Nature,,  the  sooner  will  she 
forsake  thee,  and  leave  thee  to  tmst  altogether  to  art" 

It  has  been  recently  argued  with  great  ingenuity,  that  civilization'  al- 
ways has  bad,  always  will  have,  and  must  of  necessity  have,  jta  stimu- 
lants. Civilization,  it  is  contended,  is  an  artificial  state  of  society, , and , can 
only  be  sustained  by  a  resort  to  artificial  stimulants.  But  even  if  tnisjease 
were  made  out,  it  would -seejn  that  refined  people  onght  to  exercise  a  sound 
discretion  in  the  sele^tip^p cOheir  stimulants.  Tea,  cofiee,  aud  tp^acco,*it 
would  appear  to  us^oiig^t  ,td  be  sufficient  to  sustain  the  most  artificial 
forms  of  society,  wilhou|  porting  to  ulcobolic  drinks.  ^Do  our  electmp 
days,  when  pur  streets  are  paraded  by  bands  of  patriots  (/j^wbose  vocifera; 
tioos  stun  the  ear  of  our  quiet  communities,  and  who  learn  their  patriotism 
from  "  Dexter,'*  present  the  most  impressive  samples  of  oof  civiffzation  ? 
But  we  do  not  intend  to  discuss  the  merits  of  this  proposition.  We  only 
mCntion  it  as  one  of  the  most  insidious  forms  in  which  indulgence  in  the 
intemperate  use  of  ardent  spirits  is  now  defended  ,  ^ 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  intemperance  has  its  root  inland  de- 
rivesjts  principal  nourishment  from,   the  innate  depravijty  jj£  tbe-buman 
he&C    Hence  it  is  uniformly  classed  amoDg  what  is  called  "the  workSj  of 
thresh."     We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  like  alPptfher  evils  havrag 
thejr  spring  in  the  same  source,  it  can  never  be  thoroughly  eradicated  except 
byB|h"e  Divine  remedy  for  aj  forms  of  sin.    While  other  rcjnedies,  the  vari- 
ous temperance  organizations  of  the  last  few  years,  have;  accomplished 
mqch  good  both  in  the  way  of  reclaiming  inebriates  and.hr  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  evU,  they  have  all  nevertheless  failed  most  signally  to  destroy 
the. monster  intemperance     There  has  been  a  rapid  increase  of  the  devas- 
t|tlph  Indjuin  resulting  from  this  great  national  sio,  within  the  last  five 
years.    Tffe  temporary  advantages  which  were  gained  over  it  a  few  years 
since,  s$§ni  but  to  have  increased  its  ruinous  power — as  some  mighty  river 
arrested^  for  i  tiara  by  a  momentary  obstruction,  swells  its  current  above 
all  s^'c^;;6b^tacle^ and*  moves  ihe  more  rapidly  from  the  attempted  inter- 
vention.' * 

Thequestion  naturally  arises,  then,  How  shall  we  most  effectually  meet 
this  greatest  evil  of  our  race?  Temperance  organizations  combining 
the  strongest  moral  influences  ever  embodied  upon  any  one  question- 
special  legislative  enactments  in  several  States  banishing  ardent  .'jpirits 
from  their  midst  asan  article  of  beverage — have  all  proved  impotent  in 
this  great  contest.  They  have  proved  bat  as  the  flimsy  chords  upon  the 
limbs  of  Samson.  The  warnings  of  parental  solicitude— the  cries  pf 
haples3,orphanage — the  touching  eloquence  of  her  who  would  move  any 
thing  els^f  nature  bat  a  drunkard's  heart— the  startling  tones  of  con- 
scieneeTiuRie  occasional  intervals  of  sobriety  which  the  life  of  the  inebri- 
ate   presents— are  alike    unheeded.     The  uniform   experience   of  all  past

REPORT    OF   T^E    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES    OF 
'         ,    ';     HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

During  tfi&year  ending  July  lst,l860,  the  College  enjoyed  its  usual  de- 
gree of  prosperity.  At  its  annual  Commencement,  a  promising  class  of 
fifteen  yonrigV  menj  received  the  honors  of  graduation.  Yoor  Board  are 
gratified  in  beingtafele  to  state,  that  six  of  the  number  have  devoted  them- 
selves to  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel. 

INTERNAL    CONDITION    OF    THE    COLLEGE. 

The  Dumber  of  students  registered  daring  the  session  was  82,  of  whom 
24  were  members  of  the  class  preparing  for  the  ministry.  The  present  ses- 
sion has  opened  with  encouraging  prospects,  and  those  who  have  connected 
themselves  with  the  College,  are  unusually  promising.  The  Theological 
department  may  be  regarded  as  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition.  Eighteen 
young  brethren  have  registered  their  names  as  engaged  in  studies  prepara- 
tory to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  This  number  might  be  considerably 
increased  if  the  Faculty  of  the  College  felt  authorized  to  encourage  all, 
who  are  applyiug  for  admission,  to  enter  the  College.  You  wQl  learn  from 
the  report  of  your  Executive  Board  the  present  condition  and  wants  of  the 
Theological  Department.  -  *. 

FINANCIAL    CONDITION    OF   THE    COLLEGE. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board,  submitted  to  the  Convention  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, you  were  informed  that  the  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Barton  had  obtained,  for 
the  endowment  fund,  862t000  inconditional  notes.  The  condition  was  that 
the  amount  should  be  increased  to  8100,000,  by  the  first  of  March,  I860. 
'Brother  Barton's  health,,  in  the  meantime,  became  seriously  impaired; 
and  he  was  so  unfortunate,  while  in  this  feeble  state,  as  to  break  his  leg. 
Yoar  Board,  in  view  of  his  protracted  illness,  expressed  to  you  some  doubt 
of  their  ability  to  secure,  by  the  first  of  March,  the  838,000  necessary  to 
render  the  notes  binding.  As  a  last  resort,  tbey  requested  the  President  of 
the  College  to  make  an  appeal,  in  person,  to  the  liberality  of  the  denomi- 
nation. He  saw  a  few  brethren,  and  they  responded  most  liberally  to  the 
call  made  upon  them.  Willi  the  assistance  of  several  brethren^  (brother 
Barton  of  the  number),  he  obtained,  by  the  first  of  February  last,  $30,000. 
This  left  88,000  to  be  supplied  ;  but,  from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather, 
the  roads  were  rendered  Impassable.  The  amount  must  be  secured  by  the 
first  of  March,  or  the  College  lose  892.000  in  good  notes  or  bonds.  In 
this  emergency,  the  President  of  the  College  voluntarily  gave  his  own 
bona  fide  note  to  your  Board  for  the  deficiency;  but  with  the  understand 
ing,  that  he  should  be  allowed,  at  some  subsequent  time,  to  raise  this 
amount,  Your  Board  through  you  would  say  to  the  denomination,  that 
Dr.  Talbird,  on  former  occasions,  had  made  as  liberal  contributions  to  the 
funda.pf  the  College,  as  any  one  of  his  pecuniary  ability  in  the  State.  It 
he  is^jprapell^to  pay  in  addition  810,000 — the  actual  amount  for  which 
he  hascgiveajhis  note,  it  would  absorb  a  large  portion  of  bis  estate,  and  it 
wonld'be  a  manifest  injustice  on  the  part  of  his  bretbreD  to  allow  him  to 
payj|U,Your  Board  would  usk  you  by  resolution  or  otherwise  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  denomination  to  this  matter.

To  theAhba^LCLjBflptisl  State  Convention,  1860  : 

Since  ptir  last  Report,  the  history  of  the  Institute  has  been  one  of  con- 
tinuous prosperity.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  catalogued  last  session, 
was  one  pqnared  and  eighty-nine.  The  graduating  class  numbered  thirty! 
twenty  of  wJiom;were  professors  of  religion.  The  closing  exercises  of  the 
Bession  were  highly  satisfactory  in  every  particular  ;  and  the  multitude  of 
strangers  in  attendance,  many  from  great  distances,  showed  that  the  public 
interest  in  the  Institute  was  unabated. 

The  session  now  in  progress  has  begun  with  fine  promise.  Already  ooe 
hundred  and  ninety-five  pupils  are  present.  Order,  contentment  and  good 
hearth  prevail.  The  Senior  Class  numbers  twenty-four,  and  others,  of  the 
higher  classes  are  very  large. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  services  of  Prof.  Milton  E.  Bacon  have 
been  secured  to  the  Institute.  His  mature  experience  and  superior  abilities 
as  an  instructor  of  young  ladies  make  him  an  important  and  gratifying

All  oi her  members  of  the  Faculty  are  experienced,  earnest  and  able 
teachers — making  a  corps  not  inferior  to  any  ever  before  assembled  in  the 
Judson  balls.  *

REPORT  ON  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  PUBLICATION 

SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1847,  to  meet  as  far  as  possible  the  wants 
of  the  Baptists  in  the  South  in  respect  to  religious  publications. 

It  has  issued  a  number  of  works,  not  only  of  a  denominational,  but  of 
an  experimental  character,  which  display  high  ability  and  possess  perma- 
nent value.  The  importance  of  tbe  proper  religious  instruction  of  the 
colored  people  has  not  been  overlooked  ;  but  excellent  catechisms  for  this 
purpose  have  been  published  ;  and  several  small  works  of  interest,  designed 
for  Sunday  Schools,  have  made  their  appearance. 

We-cannot  but  wish  that  tbe  Society  had  the  means  to  prosecute  its 
work  with  even  more  success  and  upoc  a  larger  scale  than  hitherto.  What 
an  influence  for  good  may  a  single  book  or  tract  exert!  And  bow  much 
better  were  it  for  our  people  if  they  read  constantly  such  works  of  perma- 
nent interest  as  are  issued  by  this  Society,  rather  than  the  light  and  trashy, 
though  more  exciting  productions  that  derive  all  their  attraction  from  their 
ministering  to  the  depraved  taste  of  the  readers.
